THE SILENT DEACON’S OPINION. 

When next Sommer comes, with its 
boat and dust and languor, and the

Yonder, in the square pew, aits Dea¬ 
con Leo; you would know he was a 
deaoon if bo had not told yon. Some 
men were born deacons—what a pity 
that some should enter the holy office 
who are not I Deacon Lee was not a 

native of W-, but went there to till 

a farm left him by on aged relutive some 
twenty years ago—nbout the time Dea¬ 
con Bell died, leaving a sad void in the 
oh.irch nnd the parsonage—for ho was 
a pillar in Z 1011 , and n strong arm to 
his paster. After seeking long to All 
his place, tho minds of tho church set¬ 
tled on the new-comer, who, by his 
solemnity, piety nnd zeal, seemed 
crented fur tbo placo. He was a man 
of few wo~ds, rarely ever talking, so 
that the boys called him at first “a 
glnm old man.”

ions. I would give all I own to recall 
what I did thirty years ago. Stop where 
you are, nnd pray God, if perchance the 
thought of your heart may be forgiven 
yon.” 

This decided reply pat an end to the 
new comer’s efforts to get a minister 
who oonlil make more stir, and left him 
free to lay out roads and build hotels. 

There is often great power in the lit¬ 
tle word “ no,” but sometimes it re¬ 
quires not a little courage to speak it as 
resolutely as did tte silent deacon.—

The Centennial Exhibition. 

John Walsh, President of the Cen¬ 
tennial Board of Finance in an appeal 
to the people of the United States for 
aid to successfully carry ont tlie pro¬ 
posed measure makes the following re¬ 
port of progress thus far :— 

The original law of Congress, enact¬ 
ed March 3. 1872, provided for “ the 
celebration of the Centennial of Amer¬ 
ican Independence by an international 
exhibition of tho arts, manufactures, 
and nn’ural resource i of this and other 
conntries, unde- the nuspices of the 
Government of tho United States.” 

And the act of Juno 1, 1872, fixed the 
capital to completo this great com¬ 
memoration at $10,000,000 which was 
by the Commiss'onen apportioned 
among the several States nrd Territo¬ 
ries on the basis of population. 

Of this snm tho State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania alone, aided hy a subscription of 
$100,000 from the State of New Jersey, 
hns raised in tho form of subscriptions 
to tlie stock and by rppropriationH from 
its Legislature and the Co incils of 
Philadelphia, about $4,000,000, or near¬ 
ly one-linlf the nironnt necessary to in¬ 
sure success. This provision having 
been made, desigrs for suiteble build¬ 
ings wero approved, and other prelim¬ 
inary and incidental arrangements have 
so far advanced as to justify an im¬ 
mediate cojnreucement of tho work of 
construction. 

The Commissioners hnvo appealed to 
the Congress of tho United States, oil

Black Alpacas nud Itrilliuntiues, 

Rlnek alpacas, snys a fashion journal, 
will always be worn as the most service¬ 
able of dresses. They vary in quality 
ami degree, from tho coarse, frowzy 
fabric that quickly turns rusty to the 
rich, lustrons brillimitine that retains 
its color until the last shred is worn 
out, and sheds tlie dust from its glossy 
surface ns a duck shakes the water from 
its plumage. This year a beautiful pew 
alpaca, with silk warp, is seen in mar¬ 
ket, that closely resembles silk, at $1.50 
a yard. Thu favorite brands of alpaca 
for beauty uud durability are the buf¬ 
falo, otter, beaver, and sable. The 
choicest of these is tho sublo brillian- 
tine, whioh is made of the tine liair of 
tbe Turkish goat, and possesses a bril¬ 
liancy of lustre almost equal to silk. 
Of this beautiful fabric thero are five 
grades, ranging in price from $1 to 
$1.00 a yard. The beaver mohair is a 
soft, lustrous, silk-finished fabric, little 
inferior to the last, but lighter, and 
therefore better adajited to summer 
wear. There are seven grades of this, 
ranging in price from 75 cents to $1.50 
a yard. The best stuudard alpaca is 
tho buffalo, which is of a glossy jet 
black, double faced, and wears well. 
Of this there are eleven varieties, rang¬ 
ing in price from 50 cents to $1.10 a 
I yard. A cheaper but also durable kind 
is the otter alpaca, of which there are 
eleven grades, from 45 cents to $1 a 
yard. Other excellent brands are also 
In murket, but these are always sure, 
like the New York Mills and WumHUtta 
muslins. 

In a Census Wuy. 

The last census of the U. 8., gives 
some interesting figures, uml shows 
! somewhat, at bust, tho extent to which 
death supports life ujiou its peculiar 
[ globe. Iu 18711, thero were iu the 
. United States 1,090 jirofessional undor- 
■ takers, of whom twenty wero women. 
The deaths iu tliut time were 250,673, 
so to the average undertaker there fell 
131 cnees. Besides undertakers there 
were 2,305 coffin-makers, who of oourse 
depend upon undertakers for snles. 

' These classes together make 0,301 (ar¬ 
sons who live by the deaths of 250,073 
jiersons. Doctors uud dressmakers 
aside, therefore, under our jiresent 
method, about sixty deaths avail to 
keep oue person alive for ouo year, or 
, one dead body is a guaranty fur sixty 
days' sustenance to oue person, or urn- 
day’s support for six persons. Or, to 
take amriher view of the ease, if each 
of these bodies were allowed a full- 
sized grave, tbo whole would occupy 
about 202 acres, and each o’ those acres 
would sujiport about twenty-two per¬ 
sons for a year, which is a better yield 
{tbau that of the best wheat field. 


Who PrfitcJ the First Blhtot 

In tbe year 1420 thero was living in 
the city of Haarlem, an old gentleman, 
who kept the keys of the cathedral, and 
who used, after dinner, to walk in the 
famona wood that np to thia time is 
growing jnat withont the city walls. 
One day, whilo walking there, he found 
a very smooth bit of beech hark, on 
which—aa he was a handy man with his 
knife—be ent several letters so plainly 
an# neatly that after his return homo 
ho stamped them upon paper, and gave 
the paper to his boy as a "eopy." 
After this, seeing that the thing had 
been neatly done, the old gentleman— 
whoee name was Lawrence Coster—fell 
to thinking of what might be done with 
snoh letters ent in wood. By blacken¬ 
ing them with ink, he made black 
stamp* npon paper; and by dint of 
mnen thinking and mnch working, be 
orane. in time, to the itampingof whole 
broadiides of letter*—which wm really 
printing. 

Bnt before he mooeededin doing this 
well, he hid found it necessiry to try 
many experiments, and to take into his 
employ several apprentices. He did hie 
work veiy secretly, and enjoined npon 
ilia apprentices to say nothing of tho 
trials he was making. But a dishonest 
one among them, after a time, ran off 
from Holland into Germany, carrying 
with him a great many of the old gen¬ 
tleman's wooden blocks, and entire 
pages of a book which ho was abont to 
print. 

This is the story that is told by an 
old Dntch writer, who was president of 
Haarlem College, and who printed his 
aoconnt a hundred and fifty years after 
Lawrenoo was robbed. He says he had 
the story from the lips of most respec¬ 
table old citizens, who had heard it 
from their fathers ; and, furthermore, 
he said he had a teacher in his young 
days, who had known, long before, an 
old servant of Lawrence Coster's, and 
this servant wonld burst into tears 
whenever he spoke of the way in which 
his poor master was robbed and so lost 
the credit of his diseovory. 

The Dntch writers credit this story, 
and hint that the runaway apprentice 
was John Faust, or John Gutenberg ; 
but the Germans justly say there is no 
proof of this. It is certain, however, 
that thero wns a Lawrence (Custos, of 
tho cathedral) who busied himself with 
stamping letters nnd engraving. Hia 
slatnte is on tlie market-place in Haar¬ 
lem, and his rough-looking books arc, 
some of them, now iu tho “State 
House” of Haarlem. They are dingy, 
and printed with bad ink, and seem to 
have seen struck from largo engraved 
blocks, and not from movable types. 
Thoy*are withont any date, but anti¬ 
quarians assign them to a period some¬ 
what earlier than auy book of Faust, or 
of Gutenberg, w ho nro commonly called 
tbo discoverers of printing. 

John Gutenberg, at tho very time 
wlion this old Dutchman was experi¬ 
menting witn bis blocks in Holland, 
was also working in his way, very se¬ 
cretly, in a house tbat was standing uot 
many years ago in tbo ancient city *f 
Stt-nsburg. lie had two working jiart- 
ners, who wero bound by oath (not to 
reveal tho secret of the arts he was en¬ 
gaged upon. Bnt ono of these jiartncrs 
died ; and, upon this, his heirs claimed 
a right to know tho Hecrcts of Guten¬ 
berg. Gutenberg refused, and there 
wns a trial of the case, somo account of 
which was discovered more than three 
hundred years afterward iu an old tower 
of Htrasbiirg. 

This trial took (dace in tho year 1439. 
Gutenberg wns uot forced to betray 
his secret; but it did appear, from tbe 
testimony of tho witnesses, that he was 
occupied with some way of making 
books (or munnscripts) cheaper than 
they had over been made before. 

But Gutenberg was getting on so 
poorly at 8trasburg, and lost so muck 
money in liis experiments, that he went 
awuy to Mayence, which is n German 
oity, further down tho Rhine. lie 
thero formed a partnership with a rioh 
silversmith, named John Faust, who 
took mi oath of secrecy, nud supplied 
him with money, ou condition that after 
n certain time, it should lie repaid to 
him. 

Then Gutenberg set to work in earn¬ 
est. 8ome accounts say be bad a broth¬ 
er who assisted him; and the Dutch 
writer thinks this brother may have 
been the robber of poor Lawrence Cos¬ 
ter. Rut there is no proof of it; and 
it is too lato to find any jiroof now. 
There was certainly a I’eter Hchoffur, 
a scribe, or designer, who worked for 
Gutenberg, and who finished np liis 
first books by drawing lines around the 

f mges and making ornamcutal initial 
etters, and filling up gajies iu the 
printing. This Henoffer wuh a shrewd 
fellow, and watched Gutenberg very 
closely. Ho used to talk over what ho 
saw and what he thought with Faust. 
lT e told Faust ho could contrive better 
-j pes than Gutenberg was using ; and, 
acting on hints, Faust, who was a skill¬ 
ful worker in metals, run type iu u 
mould. This promised so well that 
Faust determined to got rid of Guten¬ 
berg, and to carry on the business witli 
Schoffer,—to whom he gave his only 
(laughterChristine, fora wife. 

Faust called on Gutenberg for bis 
loan, which Gutenberg couldn't pay, 
and iu consequence he bad to give uji 
all bis tools, liis presses, and his un¬ 
finished work, among which was a 
Bible, ready two-thirds completed. 

1 This, Faust nnd Schoffer hurried 
' through, and sold as a manuscript. 
Thero are two copies -in tho National 
Library at Paris; one copy at tbe Royal 
Library at Munich, and ouo at Vienna. 
It is not what is commonly known as 
the Mayeueo Bible, but is of eariler 
' date thau that. 

It is without name of printer or pnb- 
I fisher, uud without date. It is in two 
] great volumes folio, of abont 000 pages 
a volume. You very likely could uot read 
a word of it if you Wero to see it; for it 
is iu Latin and iu bluck. Gothic type, 
with muny of the words abbreviated 
auil packed so close together as to jiuz- 
zie the eye. Should you chaueo to own 
a cojiy land you prububly never will), 
you could sell it for enough inouey to 
bay yourself u little library of about 
two tbousuud volumes. 

It was certainly the first Bible print¬ 
ed from movable ty|a-s ; but poor Gut¬ 
enberg got no mouey from it, though he 
had done moat of the work upon it. 
But lie hedid uot grow disheartened. He 
toiled on, though he wuh without the 
help of Schoffer and of Faust, uud in a 
few years afterward succeeded iu mak¬ 
ing books which were as good us those 
of bis rivals. Before he died bis name 
was attached to books printed us clear¬ 
ly and sharply os books are printed to- 

i day. 

Of conrse they are very proud of his 
momcrv iu the old Rhino town of May- 
cuoe, where he labored ; and they have 
erected a statue there to bis memory— 
i fiom a design by the great Danish 


scnlptor, Thorwaldsen. On the site 
where he worked there is new > elnb- 
honse, and the gentlemen of the club¬ 
house hive erected mother little stitnc 
to Gntenberg in tho inner court of their 
bnilding. 

Bnt Htrasbnrg is is prond of him M 
Mayence ; for, In Htrasbnrg, the bnrgli- 
era of that citj ur ho studied ont the 
pirns which he iftorwird carried into 
execution at Mayence. 8o, in Btru- 
bnrg, in 1840, they erected another 
statne to his memory, by David, a 
French scnlptor. It is of Drome, and 
is one of the imposing sights of the oity, 
—m honor to the greet father of the 
•rt of printing .—Donald O. Mitchell 


The Innruee Cate. 

The case of Erneet Cling, charged 
with attempting to defrand an insur¬ 
ance company, cane np before the 
Toombo court in New Torn. 

Counsel for tiling moved for the dis¬ 
charge of Uling on the ground that the 
teetimony bad not established a con¬ 
spiracy to defrand the Merohante' Life 
Insurance Company. The stepe alleged 
to have been taken by Uling and others 
conld not in law remit iu obtaining 
any money from that company. The 
policy of insurance was illegal and 
illegally issued, and oould not have 
been a basis for my legal claim. Miss 
Oerms's confession must not be re- 

f orded aa bearing on Uling's case, not 
aving been made in his presenoe, and, 
therefore, there was no evidence that a 
legal crime had been committed. 

Counsel for Lonisa argued that the 

S irl might have been the victim of the 
octor, and it might have been his in¬ 
tention, fer all that appeared, to poison 
her md pnt her into the coffin [here 
Uling shook his head], and when she 
was in the coffin he might have meant 
to keep her there. The Conrt had the 
power to hold Cling and let Lonisa go. 
[Here Uling’s counsel grinned.] 

Counsel for the company said that 
tho fraud, tliongh novel in this conn- 
try, had its origin in Huugary, Uling’s 
nativo country, where a tailor attempted 
to defraud on insurance company in a 
similar way, stating that tho snpjiosed 
victim lmd died of cholera, so that the 
dangerous character of tho disease 
might deter investigation. The tailor 
was soverely punished. Counsel re¬ 
minded tho Conrt that nnder a statute 
tlie defendants Uling and Finck might 
also bo indicted for misdemeanor in 
presenting a fatso return to the Board 
of Health. 

Justice Morgan held both prisoners 
for trial in default of $5,000 bail each. 
Louisa almost broko down when she 
heard the decision., In a pleasant, 
silvery voice she answered the nsnal 
questions—age, 22 ; birthplace, Han¬ 
over ; a servant; was not guilty ; and 
desired to bo tried in Special Sessions. 
Uling said that he was flfty-ono years 
of age, bora in Pesth, Hungary ; was a 
doctor of medicine, lived at 100 
Eldridge street, and desired a jury 
trial._ 

A Boy Scalped by a Lioness,

nnd liouoss, which formed a jiortion of a 
circus jirocession in Baltimore, became 
the contre of attraction for n crowd of 
hoys. One of them, thinking perhaps, 
that as tho animals wero small they 
could not be very vicious, amused him¬ 
self by poking a stick through the bars. 
Another boy, it is stated, found eon- 
siderab’o fun in spitting at the lion, 
while others, emulated by this action, 
made bats ns to which conld spit iu tho 
lion’s oye. Henry Heruning, n small 
boy, was coming from soliool, nnd see¬ 
the crowd, stopped. Noticing a boy 
acquaintance in tho crowd, ho said : 

“ Rocks, [why don't yon atop teasing 
tho lion ; lie may hurt you ?” With 
this, according to Hernning’s state¬ 
ment, “Rocks” pushed Heruning to¬ 
ward the gutter, saying, “ What are 
you afraid of ? They won’t hurt yon." 
As Hernning fell toward the oago the 
lioness, thinking her turn to get satis¬ 
faction had arrived, promptly went for 
Hernning’s scalp. 8ho thrust out her 
front pawn, and grasping him at tho 
forehead and back of tho head, lifted 
him from his feet in tho attempt to get 
him in the direction of her month. A 
cry of horror went tip from tho by- j 
stuuders, wbo rushed to tbo reseno of j 
tho bov, but tlie weight of hia body 
wlion tlie lioness lifted him from the 
ground eaused tho skill to givs way, 
and the claws of the beast thus loosing 
their hold, the boy fell to tbe ground. 
He was picked nji nnd carried to a drug 
store near by, and his injuries attended 
to. The skin was torn from the fore¬ 
head, and a piece of the scalp removed 
from the back of tho head. The boy

Offleiel contains some figures with re- 
| gard to the trade of the former during 
] last year that are not withont interest. 
The skiiiB of oxen constitute tho princi¬ 
pal exports ; the number forwarded last 
1 year to Marseilles, Constantinople, anil 
Aleppo was 300,000. Marseilles mer- 
1 chants first ojiened up this trade, und 
the eunsequence has beeu un increase 
\ of 50 tier cent, iu prioes, which uro now 
17 to 21 francs. Tlie skins of gouts und 
sheep from Astraknn are also much 
sought after. Qf 1,000 bales of thuform- 
er, 800 were sent to Maiseilles. Of tho 
hitter 70,000 were sent to Russia. Tlie 
exports of gum, oil, seeds, corn uud 
gall, wore not so satisfactory. Tho cul¬ 
ture of silk, once an important indus¬ 
try, is ulmost extinct in the province, 
and what iH now exported is received 
j from Bagdad.

Death is not a startling change in 
the case of the soldier cut short in the 
midst nf his glory, for he lives midst scenes 
of death. But when the circumstances 
arc entirely different from these, when we 
see such a man as Mr. Loud obliged to 
drop all bis schemes of usefulness to his 
fellow men, nt the moving of the same 
Hcshless finger, then death becomes in 
truth to us, the most awful conditions of 
our exb t nee, yet it is not wise to keep 
the idea of death constantly in view. II 
we take heed to live well, we may ever 
leave our dying in higher hands. 

Mr. Loud may be said to have lived and 
died in harness. To write up such a life 
would fill a volume, lie had a logical 
mind, and could follow premises to their 
legitimate results.

Hanover* 

The funeral of Rev. Abel G. Duncan 
was observed at the Centre Hanover 
Church, Monday, the 27th inst. The scr- 
sizes were opened by H tging tlic 450th 
select hymn, alter which, Kev. Mr. Allen, 
the present pastor of the society, read a 
brief history of Mr. Duncan’s life. 

He was born at Chester, Vt.,june2jlh, ] 
1802, and (luring his boyhood served three 
Years as an apothecary clerk, at lirattle- 
boro, from which place he went to North¬ 
ampton where he was converted. 

Deciding to devote his life to the minis¬ 
try, he studied theology at Bangor three 
years, graduating in 1828. In 1839 he 
was ordained at Jackson, Me., where he 
preached four years. Aug. asd, i8Jj, he 
was installed at Hanover Centre, Mass., 
remaining until May tst, 1854. 

During his pastorate of zo years, the 
church enjoyed three revivals, and sixty 
were added to its membership. I11 this 
time Mr. Duncan served six years as rep¬ 
resentative in the legislature. 

From Hanover he went to Assonct, 
where he was settled eleven years, and

THE JUDGE’S STORY,

44 4 1 havo heard but few of tho cir¬ 
cumstances of the tragedy,* ho contin¬ 
ued, ‘as it occurred this very evening, 
and I fear that thero are some things 
that will appear to ho against mo, but I 
trust that you will bring me out all 
right. Do all you can, sir, employ 
more counsel, if necessary, but clear 
me, for I am innocent.’ 

4i I assured him that Iliad no doubt 
but wo could clear him, and added— 

“‘Tell mo what you know of tho 
case, and tho circumstances that you 
think appear against yon.’ 

44 4 Well, I had u quarrel with Mr. 
Richards last evening, hut it did not last 
long. I will toll you the whole story, 
Sir. I am a clerk in tho Farmer’s Bank 

of K-, of which Mr. Richards was 

President. I have been employed there 
nearly five years, anil think I have at¬ 
tended to my duties to tlio entire satis¬ 
faction of all the officers of the Bank, 
and have been liked very much by them 
all, particularly by the President, who 
has invited mo to his house a great 
many times. Now, Mr. Richards, you 
must understand, has a daughter sev¬ 
eral years younger than I am, a lady 
with whom I have not only become iu- 
timately acquainted, but for whom I 
have conceived a strong attachment. | 
Her father discovered that I was deeply i 
iu love with Clara Richards, and saw, 1 1 
presume, that she was not wholly indif-1 
foreut to me. Last Sunday I dinod at j 
their house, by invitation of Mr. Rich-' 
ards, anil during tho evening I told j 
Clara the state of my feelings, and was j 
overjoyed to learntlmt she reciprocated 
my l«*ve. We agreed that I should ask | 
lie:* father’s consent to our engagement! 
and to our marriage as soon us 1 should ' 
bo ablo to support a wife. You see, 
sir, 1 am telling you all,’ said the j 
prisoner. 

44 4 That is right,’ I said, 4 in fact it i 
is all important that you should tell mo , 
all.’ 

“ 4 Last evening I called on Mr. 
Richards, and boldly asked liis consent 
to our engagement. lie was very angry, 
suit! I was an impudent fellow, declured 
1 should never speak to Clara again, 
and iu short he insulted me, accusing 
me of taking advantage of his kindness 
to ingratiate myself into the heart of ( 
his only child. Finally I too got angry, 
and cau hurdly remember now what I 
said ; only 1 know 1 did not threutou 
him. At the close of our conversation 
he left the roost, and I went directly to 
my room und to bed. This morning 1 
went as usual to the bank, und as soou 
as Mr. Richards came down he took me 
into his private office und said to me 
that most men would discharge a clerk 
from their employ under similar cir¬ 
cumstances, but as 1 was houeat, capa¬ 
ble and faithful, he would keep me ou 
condition that I would forget my pre¬ 
sumptuous fancy. 

4 4 4 Why,’ said lie, ‘Clura has more for 
pin-money than your salary;’ aud then 
after informing me that I would uo 1 


longer be received at his house he told 
me to rotnru to my desk. Nothing un¬ 
usual occurred during tho day until 
just before wo closed, when we received 
au unusually largo cash deposit. As I 
was on the point of leaving the bank 
Mr. Richards called mo and (aid : 

“ ' Howard, boro is > package con¬ 
taining $2,000 I wiali you to take to Mr. 
Martin, Cashier of tha City Hank of 

C-. Yon can explain to him about 

our vanita not being any too occurs, 
and apologize for coming at such an 
unseasonable' hour, and oak him m a 
peraonal favor to mo to receive the 
funds on dopogit. Take a receipt and 
return in the morning, yon ean take the 
aix o'clock train thia evening.’ 

'*' I had a little money on deposit at 
onr bank, and having a payment dne 

on my life inanranco in 0-, I drew 

$100 and thought I would pay that be¬ 
fore I returned. I took the packngo 
containing the $9,000, and after receiv¬ 
ing some mouoy for my expenses I 
started. I arrived at my destination 
about 0:30 o'clock, and went directly to 
Mr. Martin's house, but found that 
ho had gone up town, and later was 
going to tho theatre. Whereupon I 
sought the principal hotel, thinking I 
might rco him thero, bnt waa disap¬ 
pointed here and thero. I walked 
around whoro I thought I would he 
moat likely to meet him, nntil abent 
lialf.pnst eight, and then returned to 
the hotel and took supper, and en¬ 
gaged a room, to which 1 went. I sat 
uowu and read the evening pnper until 
nbout 10:30, when I Btarted for Mr. 
Mnrtin’s house. As I came down 
stairs, and opened the door, n burly 
fellow touched me on tho shoulder and 
whispered : 

i “ ‘ I arrest yon for tho robbery of tho 
Formers’ Bonk of K-aud tho mur¬ 

der of Mr. Richards. ’ 

"‘Ha placed tho handouflfa on mo 
and escorted me here, nnd now I havo 
told you oil I know of my caso, nnd, so 
help mo God, it in tlio truth. My name 
is Howard Burton ; I hove no parents.' 

“ This ia tho substoncoof what How¬ 
ard Burton reluted to me, on that 
Christman eve, in ilia cell in the jail at 
C-. I had not interrupted him du¬ 

ring his recital, bnt hod listened very 
attentively to every word. I was much 
interested in the young man, who was 
abont my owu age, nnd who I felt waa 
innocent of tho horrible crime with 
which he was charged. I remained 
with him until long after midnight, 
and then, charging him to converse 
with uo one on the subject of tho mur¬ 
der, I left him. I knew nothing of the 
circnmstunces of the muider ns yet, 
bnt tlio next day being Christmas, I 

thought I would go to K-and learn 

what I could, ns I knew my client 
would not be examined that day, but 
was sure lie would the next. Justice 
then was much swifter than now. On 

ray arrival at K-I went directly to 

the hank, nnd found two or three de¬ 
tectives there, and some of tho officers 
of the bank. Nothing had been moved 
except the body of the murdered man. 
Ho was found lying ou the floor with 
his skull crushed and his throat cut 
from ear to ear. Some of the drawers 
had been rifled, but nside from this 
there was nothing to indicate robbery. 
There was missing from tho safe $1),- 
000, but the locks afforded no evidenco 
of having been tampered with. I found 
tlmt belief in Burton’s guilt was quite 
general.

We talked of tho frightful 
occurrence of tlio previous night for 
some time, and ut length I said, rising I 
to go— 

“ ‘So yon have been painting a little, 
Mr. Harris?’ 

“ ’ Yes, sir ; did yon observo my new 
sigu? Kelley, the painter, has a young 
German working fur him who is really 
an artist. lie did nil tho work hero, 
and it is almost worth what ho charges 
to havo Fritz Vogells presence in tho 
office. Ho is u witty, original Dutch¬ 
man.’ 

“ 4 When was the painting done ?' 1 
asked. 

44 ‘All done yesterday—be careful of 
your coat.’ 

44 1 bade Mr. Harris good day and left 
his office. 1 had learned who painted 
that window, which was just wlmt I 
most wanted to learn, without askfug a 
leading question or letting Mr. Harris 
know 1 was interested in Mr. Ilicharda’ j 
murder any more than lie. I made up | 
my mind to seo tho German Vogel, j 
without loss of time, uud find out if he 
saw Mr. Richards after young Burton | 
left the bank. I went to the paint shop | 
but found no one at work, all hands 
keeping Christmas. I learned where 
Vogel lived, and was soon iu conversa¬ 
tion with him. 

44 4 You painted Mr. Harris’s sign and | 
office, did you not ?’ I asked. 

4 4 4 Yes sir.’ 

44 * Well, what time did you finish up 
there last night 

44 4 At six o'clock, sir.’ 

414 Did you paint after dark ?’ 

44 4 Y'es, sir, after dark 1 painted tho j 
outside of the window, about half-past { 
five ; tlio tuuu ill tlio bank lighted tiie j 
gas and it shone so brightly that I flu-1 
isbeil the wiudow last evening.’ 

” * Did you see this mail iu the bank 
linudle an v money ?’ 

“ Tlio German looked quite puzzled! 
ut this question, but answered: 

4 4 4 Yes, sir ; I noticed him counting 
a large pile.’ 

“ What kind of a looking man was 
he ?’ 

4 4 4 Well, a good looking man ; it was 
Mr. Richard*. If you don't know him 
I will describe him to you.’ 

44 1 answered that 1 bad seen him, 
nnd then inquired what did he do with 
the money V 

“ 4 He made a bundle of it aud baud-1 
ed it to a youug man telliug him to take | 
it somewhere. I could not hear all he ' 


said. In addition to tho bnndle ho 
gave him what I judged to ba a few dol¬ 
lars In change, and told him to come 
back In the morning. Then the young 
man went away. By and by Mr. Rich¬ 
ards pnt out the gas, and then I ana- 
pended work and went home.' 

41 Did yon ace >Mr. Richards aga in ? 

I asked. 

44 4 Yea, I saw him in the cigar store 
aa I passod.’ 

44 1 concluded my examination of Vo¬ 
gel with the qnestion : 4 Did you know 
Mr. Richards waa mnrdered last night 
anil the money in tho bank 
stolen ?' 

“Tho Gorman turned pale, and ex¬ 
claimed with much excitement, 'Mur¬ 
dered 1 no ; is it so ? You don't think 
it was mo ? My wife Knthriua knows 
I came straight home.’ 

44 ‘Oh, no I’ I said, 4 1 don’t think it 
waa yon. Yon mnst not, however, tell 
any ono yon have talked to mo, or it 
may result in your being taken to 
court.' He promhed not to speak of 
it, anil I left him. 

“I was now certain of my ability te 
clear my olient, aa I conld prove ho wnB 

sent on the mission to C-. I next 

wanted to find some ono that had Boon 
him on the train, bnt I knew not where 
to obtain tho information. F.very ono 
waa talking of the murder, and public 
feeling was indeed bitter against How¬ 
ard Bnrton. Htorics of his quarrel with 
Mr. Richards were circulated with tho 
usual exaggerations, and it scorned to 
bo tho unanimous opinion Hint ho was 
the cold-blooded murderer. Still I was 

hopeful, and returned to C-, feeling 

quite confident of mv ultimate bucochb. 
On my arrival, I hela ni. interview with 
young Burton, and told him the result 
of my visit te K-. He was overjoy¬ 

ed and expressed himself confident of 
being acquitted. Returning to my 
office, I looked up all tho reported case's 
that bore any resemblance to tho one 
in hand. Tho examination of my client 
was set down for the next morning, at 
which time 1 went to tlio jail and ac¬ 
companied him to the court room, es¬ 
corted by an under-sheriff. Wo found 
quite a formidable array of lawyers of 
note representing the prosecutiou.

He had to change a five dollar bill 
for my fare, and grumbled a little about 
that.’

“ * Do so, do so,’ said my client, ex- 
oitedly. 4 Call to liis mind tho young 
man who had a pen over his oar. I re¬ 
member that on leaving tho bank hur¬ 
riedly, I neglected to remove tho pon 
which I frequently carry over my ear, 
uftor tlio manner of clerks.' 

44 1 went directly to tho depot nnd 
learned that tho conduotor I wns in 
search of would arrive in abont an hour. 

I waited, all impatience, and upon his 
arrival naked him if lie wonld do mo 
the kindness to walk up to tlio jail aud 
see if lie conld identify Mr. Burton. 
He willingly consented, and upon ar¬ 
riving at the prisoner’s cell, I intro¬ 
duced him to my client. Tho couductor 
gazed steadily at youug Burton a mo¬ 
ment, and then said— 

44 ’ Mr. Burton, bo kind enough to put 
on your hat.’ 

“ Burton did so, and again lie looked 
at him, sharply, without a chango ef 
countenance. 

“ • Now, sir, please put your left hand 
in your waistcoat pocket.’ 

“I was afruid the conductor was not 
going to identify him, but as young 
Burton put liis baud in his wnistooat 
pocket, the luppel of his coat was drawn 
back rovealing upon bis broaHt a unique 
Masonic pin, the badge of a Knight 
Templar. 

“ * I fully identify him as the person 
for whom I changed a five dollar bill on 

my train which left Iv-ut six o’clock 

on the evening of December 2Rli, nnd 
am ready to swear to it in uny court of 
justice. Y’ou Beo sir,’ exclaimed the 
conductor, ‘ we learn iu our business to 
remember faces, and noticing a pen 
over this young mnn’s ear, I lnughingly 
advised him to take it down. But wlnit 
called my attention principally to him, 
was the faot that bo woro a Knight 
Templar’s bailee. I stooped to oxaminc 
it. Y’ou see it is a very curiously made 
pin, and he remarked that lie waa not 
strictly entitled to wear it; it had for¬ 
merly belonged to his father who was 
now dead, i shall bo most happy to 
give my testimony in your behalf, Mr. 
Burton. Aud now, if'l cau get out, 1 
will bid you good evening, gentle¬ 
men.’ So saying the gentleman with¬ 
drew. 

44 1 saw that I could prove au aliii, 
aud thus undoubtedly clear my clieut; 
but I was ambitious to do more. 1 t 
wanted to arreBt and convict the guilty ! 
party. The next thing for mo to do was 
to see the keeper of the cigar store, at 
which iny Dutch paiuter, ou his way 
home, had seen Mr. Richards after 9 i\ ' 
m. on tho night of the murder. On tho | 
following morning I took tho train for 

K-, and ou my arrival went directly 

te tho cigar store aud then spoke to 
the the man behind tlio counter of the 
murder. 

44 4 Oh,‘ said lie, 4 poor mau, poor 
man, he was in my store about an hour 
before they fouud him dead.’ 

44 ‘ Indeed,’ said 1, 4 did he trade with 
you ?’ 

‘“Oh, yes, sir; why, he came in 
hero as I tell you, and bought some j 
cigars that very night ou wlnfcli lie was ] 
kilted, and stopped a moment to chut 
with me. Then lie looked at liis watch, 
and said it is a quarter-past six. I 
must go iu and lock up tho bank and 
go home. Just then his man servant 
came iu and said: 

“ ‘ Mr. Richards, I have a note from 
Miss Clara for you, sir.’ 

“ ' Well, Thomas,’ said he, * I sup¬ 
pose it is for money; that usually is 
the subject of her perfumed uotca to 
me ; come iuto the iiauk a moment.' 

“ ‘ In a little while I saw the servant 
going iu the direction of Mr. Richards’ 
house, and in about an hour afterward 
his master was discovered in the bank 
dead.’ 

” Thus from tbe cigar store keeper. 

I did uot let him know I was attorney 
for the accused, uud wus soou turuiug 
my steps toward the late residence ot 
the deceased. 1 was admitted by 
his servant Thomas, aud wus soou 
conversing with Miss Clara, to whom’ 

I confided my relations with Burton. ' j 


I asked her what time she sent Thomas 
to the bank the night her father waa 
mnrdered. 

“ 4 1 did not aond him at all,” she 
replied, evidently surprised at the 
question. 

“ 4 Well,' said I, 4 we are going to ac¬ 
quit Howard Bnrton, and to take his 
place we want to find ont who did com¬ 
mit the crime. Now, Miss Clara, are 
you sure yon did not aond Thomas to 
tho bank the night of the murder ?’ 

44 4 1 know very well I did not,’ was 
her anawor, 

“‘Then,. 1 replied, 'either the 
keeper of tho cigar atoro ia mistaken, 
or your servant Thomas ia themnrderer 
of your father.' 

She did not look as much surprised 
as I expected at thia assertion. 

'"Mr. G-, said she • the night 

poor papa waa murdered, Thomas came 
through tho hall and started to go up 
stairs. I wanted him to mend tho fire, 
and called him into tho sitting-room. 
As ho enterod I notioed a large dark 
spot on hia oheok and.onn on his col¬ 
lar. I half suspected him when I heard 
how anxious ho waa to tell tho court 
about that unfortunate little difficulty 
between papa and Howard Burton, but 
I did not Bay anything abont it to any 
one, they woro all so snre Howard was 
guilty.’ 

“ I told her to treat Thomas as usual, 
and not to apeak of our conversation to 
any one. After receiving a letter aho 
wished to send toBurton, I took my de¬ 
parture for C-. Immediately ou my 

arrival there I went to my olient, and 
communicated to him all I Imd lonrned, 
aud delivered tho letter. Tho poor fel¬ 
low was snpremcly happy, and invited 
mo to tea with him in hia cell. Ho nto 
heartily nnd smoked a cigar with evi¬ 
dent enjoyment. I took the first real 
night’s rest that night I had had sinco 
the death of Mr. Richards. I had pre¬ 
viously sworn out a warrant for the ar¬ 
rest of Thomas, to be served as soon aa 
tlio jury should pronounce iny cliont 
not guilty. Tho District Attorney 
opened for the people in an elaborate 
and very ablo speech, giving the de¬ 
tails of the case, and then proceeded to 
examine tho witnesses. 

“ Thomas tho survaut. was tho first 
called. Ho sworo to tlio ^quarrel lio- 
tweeu Mr. Richards and Burton, and 
that ho heard Burton threaten Mr. 
Richards' lifo. Notwithstanding I 
closely cross-examined him, I failed to 
make him contradict himself, and when 
he retired ueurly ovoryono in tho court¬ 
room was doubtless certain that How¬ 
ard Burton was guilty. Tho next wit¬ 
ness was the hotel cferk, who testified 
that Burton came iuto the hotel while 
ho was alteudiug to the guests from the 

train that arrived iu C-at about 

half past six. Then followed tho ex¬ 
amination of tho bank ershier, who 
swore that tho package of $9,000 found 
on Burton at tho time of his arrest was 
deposited in his bank on tho afternoon 
of the murder. After calling several 
other witnesses whoso testimony was of 
minor import, tho prosecutiou rested. 

/ then followed, and after a brief open¬ 
ing address, called the German painter, 
who swore to seeing Sir. Richards send 
Burton ou tho errand, also to seeing 
Mr. Richards in the cigar store after six 
o’clock on tlio evening of tlio murder. 
YVlieu I had finished with him, ho was 
subjected to u severe cross-examination 
in which ho acquitted himself very 
creditably. Thou I called tho Conduc¬ 
tor who swore to seeing Burton on the 
train the night of the murder; lie also 
swore that tlio train left on time.Go’eloek. 
Tho oigar store man was next ex¬ 
amined, who Bworo to talking with Mr. 
Richards at 0:10 p. m., ulso to seoing 
him Icavo the bank with Thomas. My 
witnesses were all eross-examineil thor¬ 
oughly, but did not contradict 
themselves ill any particular. I then 
closed my case, and nfter a few remarks 
from tlio prosecutiou. tlio Judge 
charged tho jury, who retired, nnd in 
fifteen minutes returned with a verdict 
of sot ouii.Ti". My client and I wore 
overpowered with congratulations, nnd 
never since in my professional lifo havo 
I felf us proud and triumphant ns I did 
then. 

“ As soon as quiet was restored, the 
sheriff approached Thomas, tho servant, 
and said, iu a loud voice, ‘Thomas 
Healy, I arrest you for tile murder of 
Mr. Richards.' Tha excitement iu the 
court oniiHod by this uulooked for ami 
sudden proceeding was most intense. 
The prisoner wuh immediately taken to 
jail, followed by a crowd that wore loud 
in their expressions of denunciation,— 
tlio same crowd that a little while be¬ 
fore bad rnuiked Burton as tho mur¬ 
derer. 

“ Well, to finish this story, I have [ 
little to add. I was retained bv tlio 1 
bank officers to prosennto Thomas Healy 
und lie wus convicted of the crirno. He 
protested liis innocence almost to tho 
lust, bnt tlio night before lie was execu¬ 
ted ho mailo a full confession, stating 
that lie had determined to rob the bunk 
some evening when Mr. Richards was 
thero ulone.

The 
note in tho case was one thut Miss Clara 
had given him to take to her father j 
tome du.vs before, but Mr. Richards | 
coming homo before Thomas found J 
him, it had not been delivered as iu- j 
tended. By the aid of this note he had | 
got Mr. Richards in tile bank, aud \ 
while ho was reading it he struck him | 
with a stove poker, and tlieu cut his 
threat. Ho got no money as the reward 
of liis crime, as the vaults had been 
locked. 

“ Tho night Thomas made his con¬ 
fession he committed suicide, thus j 
cheating the gallows tree of its just 
due. 

Howard Burton was made cashier of \ 
the hank and murried Clura Richards [ 
within a year, and they aro both still 
living. _

A Had Death. 

Intemperance and gambling—twin 
evils—largely co-operate in increasing 
the business and profits of the money¬ 
lenders, says one of them writing to a 
New York paper. A life-long city real- 
dent, who U of an observant disposi¬ 
tion, must havo noticed among hil 
circle of acquaintance many who, 
through the adverse turn of fortune’s 
wheel, had aonght to drown their 
troubles in the oup that not alono 
cheers bnt inebriates until, losing self- 
respect, they became besotted drunk¬ 
ards. A moro pitiable speotaele eannot 
be witnessed than to see the talented, 
the educated, by thia besetting sin re¬ 
duced to the level of and associating 
with tho ignorant and tho vile ; visiting 
placoa of the lowest description, and 
when impeounious, actually begging 
for tho villainous oompound whioh ia 
to sink tliom ono point lower Jn the 
scalo of humanity. My memory re¬ 
verts to many such cases, bnt to none 
more painful than tho one I am about 
to relate. I first becamo acquainted 
with him some flfteon or sixteen years 
ago, bnt ho was theu in the primo of 
life ; the polished, educated mau of tho 
world was visible in his every act and 
address. Ho had just rotired, or had 
bocn recalled from the head of a foreign 
embassy, having obtained grants 
whereby ho expoated to open inter¬ 
national trado communications advan¬ 
tageous to himself aud the United 
States. Constantly joiirnoying to 
Washington, he expended large sums 
of money, for the purpose of securing 
fnvornblo legislation, and being a man 
of a liberal, generous disposition, lie 
soon made serious inroads into hiH 
available capital. It was at this timo I 
loaned him a largo sum of money on 
his wife's diamonds and pearls, wnicli 
were of a very fine quality. These wore 
redeemed and liboral interest paid, re¬ 
gardless ol tho usury lnw3. Soou they 
roturned; for a period interest was 
promptly paid, then a rcqncst for a 
further sum ; when all hnpo of redemp¬ 
tion failed, a proposition to sell was 
made, and I becamo the owner. I then 
noticed tho growing tondenoy to im¬ 
bibe creeping ou him; ho was still 
hopeful that Congress would favor liis 
views, nnd, for appenrnneo suko, kept a 
well furnished offleo iu tlio business 
part of the city. All his specula¬ 
tions seemed te result unfavorably, aud 
when ho nppliod to mo for n loan of 
$100, without security, I granted it, al¬ 
though nguinst my usual custom. 
Lower and lower ho sank, friends do- 
sorted, nnd sickness prostrated him ; 
supplicatory requests for relief cimo, 
to which I responded. Recovering, ho 
onco moro wandered around tlio city 
until the ond came. Verdict of the 
jury : died of delirium trbmons. 

A Strange Story of Crime. 

The Tribune narrates tlio following 
remnrknblo story of u Pennsylvania 
robber whose exploits havo been 
famous, and who, after a long peril- iTof 
immunity, lias nt last been arrested L4 
will be brought to justico : 

“ In the ourly part of 18(18, five men 
living ut Saegerstown, Penn., entered 
the bouse of a Sir. Bennehoff, a wealthy 
gentleman, at Petroleum Centro, 
aud compelled him to deliver up 
the key to ono of his safes, in 
which lio kept n largo sum of 
money. 'Tlio robbers secured over 
$390,000, and made good their escape. 
Two of them were afterward arrested 
and convicted, anil wero sent to tlio 
penitentiary. Two ethers were never 
heard from, but ono, James Sacger, 
has been followed by tho de- 
tectivos ever since. Tho money 
was secreted, but boforo tho timo 
appointed for a division of the 
spoils Saeger stole tlio entire Rum ninl 
tied. Mr. Bennehoff offered 8100,000 
for liis arrest ami conviction. After a 
seareli of six years, tho outlaw has ut 
last been arrested, nnd is now seouro 
in tlio county jnil nt Denver, Colorado. 
Tho story of bis capture is related in 
tho Denver News, from whioh it ap¬ 
pears that lio was recognized by Mra. 
Potter, iuto whoso husband's restaurant 
he had gone to got some oysters. She 
culled him by unine, und ho confessed 
liis identity. Her husband recognized 
him also, aud though lie onco udopted 
the outlaw as liis sou, ho was rendy to 
bring bim to justice beciiuso of mime 
ontrago ho had perpetrated upon n 
relative. By following tho advice of 
detectives his arreHt was finally made, 
and lie confessed everything. From 
liis owu account it nppeurs that hn bo- 
oniiio a boatman on the Ohio nnd Mis¬ 
sissippi rivers after the robbery, and 
then went to Mexico. From there ho 
passed into Texas and entered in tho 
cuttle business for three years. Stsrt- 
north with u drove of cuttle he made 
liis wuy to Denver and into tlio hands 
of the law. He snys lie intended to ro- 
puy Mr. Bennehoff, but lio lias met with 
too many reverses to do so. The stolen 
money, ho says, is whero it can never 
ho fouud.” 

An Afrlcnu Princess; 

One of the mnst important personages 
in tho district of Mcshera, says uu Af¬ 
rican trader, was an old woman of tlio 
name of Rhol. As wealthy as cattlo 
could make her, her word was law iu 
the Mcshera. Old Shol made no deluy 
ill displaying her hospitality to tlio 
struugers, and came to puy a visit ou 
board Dr. Scliwcintarths boat on tlio 
vory day of bis arrival.

knows what lumber more. A soldier, 
who had formerly been u I links sieve, 
acted as interpreter. For the purpose 
of impressing the strangersnvith a due 
sense of tlio honor of Old Uhol's visit, 
he gave a vivid description of her im¬ 
mense wealth. All the neighboring

A fltnrj of Old tUrbary's Dsillnf Pis¬ 
tols. 

44 D.” who has been writing some In¬ 
teresting reminiscences for tho Frank¬ 
lin (Ky.) Patriot, contributes this : 

44 1 saw some time ago a brace of 
dueling pistols, in tlm possession of 
Thomas Rutherford, of Humner county, 
Tennessee. They were steel barrels, 
fluted within, and highly ornamented 
with silver. Tlio history I received of 
them waa as follows ; Many years be¬ 
fore tho brilliant triumphs of the war 
had lifted Gen. Jackson high above all 
competitors into the presidential ohair 
ss ohiof executivo of the nation, 
it waa hia custom to have somo 
one to take his plane in the 
dirty street broils which might 
oome np. At the timo to whioh I refer, 
one Fergnson was the man, a regnlar 
knock-down and drag-out sort of a fel¬ 
low, dreaded by all who were over so 
unfortunate aa to oome in contact with 
him. An undo of Colonel Rutherford, 
by the same name, visited Nashville to 
sell a fine pair of matched horses. Fer¬ 
gnson offered to purchase them on a 
short credit and to giro General Jack- 
son ns security. The arrangement was 
msdo and the horses wero his. Before 
Mr. R. loft Naahvillo, ho learned the 
character of tho man with whom ho 
had been trading, nnd was told that if 
ho evor nsked for tlio money or note he 
hail received for tho horses Fergnson 
would whip him. It happened that 
Rutherford was a rongli customer— 
nothing suited him better than a 
ground Rcuffio in defense of his rights, 
and so ho wns impntient for the day of 
tho coming conflict. Early on the 
morning that tho note fell dne, Ruther¬ 
ford vented Nashville, saw the samo 
man F. t presented his note for pay¬ 
ment, telling him at tho sumo timo 
what ho had heard of him, and further 
said to him that, if ho didn’t pay tlio 
note right awuy, ho would thrush him 
liko a dog. A word nml tho blow fol¬ 
lowed. Never was a mail moro soundly 
thrashed than Ferguson was on that 
occasion ; in fuel, ho was supposed to 
be dead for a time. This aroused tbe 
General's sympathies for his man who 
had received such a cudgeling, nnd te 
resent it wns Ins first impulso, but in a 
fisticuff lie would ba uuly ii child iu 
R.’b bands, and so challenged him to 
fight a duol tlio next morning, distaneo 
ten paces. Though R. had no experi¬ 
ence with firearms, he instantly ac¬ 
cepted the challenge. At the appointed 
hour all parties wore nt tho appointed 
place of rendezvous. All preliminaries 
made, tlio diBtnnco measured, tho posi¬ 
tions taken, tho words one—two—nt 
this jiinetnro Jackson, who was a dead 
shot, linvitig eyed his antagonist closo- 
ly, saw that there wus no flinching in 
him, but that lie was us cool nnd de¬ 
liberate as if nothing unusual wns oc¬ 
curring, steppod forward nud addressed 
ltuthorford : “ By the eternal, sir, I 
would despise myself to sacrifice such 
noblo material ns you are made of. Hir, 
please accept these pistols from one 
who ever admires trim courage nnd 
pluck, such ns yon have to-day demon¬ 
strated ; nnd aoeept them from me ns 
no evidence of my high appreciation of 
you as a mau who ilures to ilofond his 
rights.” (inn. Jaokson paid the money 
duo on FergUBon's note. Ever after¬ 
ward the Rutherford family have been 
Jackson's warmest supporters, nml 
none lamented bis death more tlmu 
they. Tlio pistols will bo kept iu the 
family forever as priceless souveuirs. 


A Peculiar Fish. 

Tile Fish of Paradise is oue of the 
most peculiar of Chinese fresh water 
fish. It is Hiuall in size, a pule gray 
in color, and, nt firat Fight, having but 
littlo about it to attrnut attention. As 
soon ns tlio animal becomes excited, 
however, the long tins on tlio bank und 
belly straighten out und assume a rich 
purple blue tinted with green. Tlio 
long and forked-shaped tail srireuds in¬ 
to u kind of fun, und the stripes upon 
tlio sides of the fish become yellow, 
red, nud blue, constantly changing iu 
color. The scales seem to become 
opalescent, mid reflect tlio light with 
tlio grentest brilliancy, while the eyes 
appoar illuminated with a bluish-green 
lire. The habits of tlio animal aro as 
odd ns its nppcarunce. The males take 
cbnrgo of tho young and build tbe 
nost. The latter is Biniply a clod of 
foam flouting upon tlio water, nnd is 
made by the flsli rising to tho surface 
nud alternately absorbing nnd expelling 
air. until a littlo cluster of Uun bubbles, 
hardly three-tenths of nil inch square, 
is formed. The female then deposits 
her egg, which nre at once seized upon 
by the male, who carries them ill liis 
mouth to tlio nest. Then he watches 
their incubation, carefully guarding 
and distributing them witti wonderful 
sugaoity evenly throughout the mass 
of foam. When they clot together, lie 
pushes them apart with liis nose, and, 
besides, keeps up a continual manufac¬ 
ture of blubblcs until tho eggs nre lift¬ 
ed up above the water nml rest only up¬ 
on their soft couch. As soon uh the 
embryos appear, liis care is doubled. 
lte watches that none escape ; nml .n 
case somo become separated, he eliuses 
them, catches them in his mouth, ami 
replaces them ewrcfully iu the nest. If 
oue becomes injured, lie removes it from 
the others, and gives it a separate bub¬ 
ble by itself, nml apparently nurses it 
until it regttius its strength.

The Professor was 
the first to recover himself, saying, 

“ Well, Prescott, you uiuy go, this will 
do for to-day."

Imjiuro IVliter. 

Public attention cannot bo too often 
called to tlio danger of using impure 
water in lioiisclinlds. The origin of 
typhoid fever, which to frequently runs 
through fiimilica in city ami country, ia 
oftencr in wells and springs than ia sup¬ 
posed. In citieu it is easy to under¬ 
stand, when ucqiiuiluct water is not sup¬ 
plied, how wells may bo-'eme contami¬ 
nated ; but for muny it is not so easy 
to see how wells iu the eoiiutry, among 
tho hills or in tho green valleys, can be¬ 
come so impure us tw bo sources uf dis¬ 
ease. Since the general introduction of 
aqueduct water iuto large cities, typhoid 
fever bus become more common in the 
country than iu tho city ; ami this dis¬ 
ease is certainly zymotio, or one which 
results from a jiomou introduced into 
tho blood. Wells iu the country are 
very liuble to become contaminated with 
house sewage, as they are generally 
placed, for] convenience, very near the 
dwelling, uud the waste liquids thrown 
out upon the ground find easy access, 

I>jr percolation tlirongh tlio soil, to tho 
water. The instances of Buch contami¬ 
nation which have come to notice, und 
which gave rise to fevers, ure numer¬ 
ous. 

The gelatinous mutter which is often 
found covering the s'oner in wells af¬ 
fected by sewage, ia u true fungoid 
growth, and highly jioisououu when in¬ 
troduced iuto the system. It is un¬ 
doubtedly concerned iu the jiroduetiou 
uf typhoid fever. How it uctH iH diffi¬ 
cult to determine, but it is nt least con¬ 
ceivable that the spores of the fungus 
may get into the blood und bring about 
chauges, after the niuuuer of yeast in 
beer. These spores, it is well kbowu, 
develop rapidly by a kiud of 1m filing 
process, aud Imt u little time pusseB be¬ 
fore the whole circulation becomes 
filled with them, giving rise to abnor¬ 
mal beat uml general derangement, 
called fever. These fungoid or coufer- 
vuid growths are always present iu 
waters rendered impure by bouse drain¬ 
age, and great caution should bo used 
in uraiutuiuiug well wutcra free from all 
sources of pollution.
